New Mexico. 


FULL REPORT FROM GENERAL CROOK. 


Families Flocking into Silver City--Great 
Consternation— The Mescaleros Ali 
Right — Victorio Indians Watched. 


Associated Press Dispatches to The Times. 

Crook telegraphs from Arizona to the 
military department here: No more 
troops needed at present. Troops from 

Bowie are stationed in Stein Pass; those 
from Huachuca at the mouth of Guada- 
lupe Canon to intercept the hostiles if 
they should double back to go into 
Mexico by the usual trail. Major Van 
Vliet, with eighteen officers and 240 men 
of the Tenth Cavalry, and Captain Pierce 
and Indian scouts trom San Carlos are at 
Fort Bayard, and east of there, co-operat- 
ing with the troops in New Mexico, Lieu- 
tenant Davis with sixty Indian scouts 
from Apache is still on the trail pursuing 
the Indians into the mountains. What 
has made it so difficult to get any definite 
information in regard to the Indians is 
the rapidity of their march, they having 

made about 130 miles in two ite over an 
exceedingly rough country.”’ 

MAKING A BLOODY TRAIL. 

Denver, Colo., May 28.—A Silver City, 
N. M., special says, the Apaches are mak- 
ing bloody trails through this section. It 
is now thought that three or four different 
bands are depredating and murdering in 
as many sections of the Territory. The 
hostiles are thought to number about 
three hundred. Four chiefs are with 
them, Geronimo, Nana, Natchez and Chi- 
huahua. This morning five Cead bodies 
of a Mexican family, consisting of a man, 
wife and three children, killed five miles 
from here, were brought in and buried to- 
day. One other is known to have been 
killed in the same vicinity, aud one badly 
wounded. The party which left here last 
night returned to-day for a supply of 
fresh horses. They report numerous 
ranches on Bear Creek sacked, horses 
stolen and cattle killed. The Indian trail 
followed was from there to Pinos Altos 
foothills, where last night’s killing was 
done. The Indians are doubling back on 
the old trail in the direction of Bear 
Creek. This band numbers seventy-five 
to eighty. Another band on the Gila 
river drove off 130 head of horses. Two 
couriers are missing. Three additional 
prospectors were killed on the south fork 
of the Whitewater, one named Joe Bunt- 
jug, on Magnolia creek. The latter made 
a brave fight and killed two Indians, one 
a chief. The fight was witnessed by Bunt- 
ing’s partner! who was coming into camp. 
He suceeded in killing two Indians before 
getting away. News has just been receiv- 
ed of additional killings in Black Range. 
Families from all the surrounding coun- 
try are in town and intense excitement 
prevails, 

A REPORT OF AGENT LLEWELLYN. 

WASHINGTON, May 28.—Indian Agent 
Llewellyn, of the Mescalero Agency, New 
Mexico, has telegraphed the Indian Bureau 
as follows: The Apaches, under Geroni- 
mo, are now depredating west of the Rio 
Grande. Two women of Geronomo’s camp 
came in here to-day.. I have confined 
them in the guärd-hodse. Major Van 
Born, commanding at Fort Stanton, is 
here to-day. The Mescaleros have ten- 
dered him 1,500 to accompany his troops 
should the hostiles come within striking 
distance. There are twenty-five bucks of 
the Victorio band who have lived here 
with the Mescaleros three years. If nec- 
essary I will arrest and hold them until 
the trouble is over. The Mescaleros can 
be depended upon and will not join the 
hostiles. 

Agent Llewellyn has been instructed 
not to arrest the Victorio Indians as Jong 
as they are peaceable, but to 1200 — 
under surveillance. 

SILVER CITY AROUSE Do. 

San Francisco, May 28.— The Chroni- 
ole's. Deming special says that thirty In- 
dians who passed Cam Fleming last 
night, killed five men wi five miles of 
Silver City. A company of volunteers 
from Silver City is in pursuit of the In- 
The military are doing nothing. 
Intense excitement prevails. The town 
will be guarded to-night to prevent a pos- 
sible surprise. 

TWO SQUAWS. 

DENVER, Colo., May 28.—A Fort Stan- 
ton, N. M., special says: Two of Geron- 
imo’s squaws, captured by the Indian po- 
lice, have arrived here, One of them wore 
five gold rings, evidently taken from vic- 
tims in the present raid. The squaws tore 
their hair wildly and lamented their fate. 

GERONIMO’S BAND. 

‘Tucson, A. T., May 28.— A4 Silver 
City (N. M.) special says: Captain Mad- 
den struck Geronimo’s band of Apaches 
yesterday on the upper Gila, and ran them 
into the mountains, where he expected a 
fight to-day, but the Indians evaded him. 
Several ranches about eight miles from 
here have been plundered and destroyed. 
A family of five Mexicans were killed last 


I night four miles from here. Three child- 


ren were burned. Another Mexican was 
shot but escaped with his wife. This 
morning George’s ranch, two miles from 
Fort Bayard, was attacked and an Ameri- 
can wounded. The Indians were heading 
for the Black range. A party of citizens 
left here to warnj unprotected settlers on 
the Rio Membres. Cantata Lee with 75 
men took up the trail at noon to-day. A 
special from’ Steins Pass says the Indians 
have been sighted in a canon a short dis- 
tance from here. It is believed that they 
will attempt to go through the pass. 

Should they do so two companies of cav- 
alry in the immediate vicinity will er: 
cept them.

The Sullivan Divorce. 


Boston, May 28.—The suit against John 
L. Sullivan, brought by bis wife for di- 
verce, attracted an immense audience of 
thé pugilist’s admirers. The testimony 
given by Mrs. Sullivan and other wit- 
nesses for plaintiff went to show that 
Sullivan was ahusiye and addicted to the 
excessive use of liquor, and that he has 
beaten his wife on several occasions. Sul- 
livan testified that he had never been 
drunk, though often full. He swore he 
had never struck his wife, and that she 
was in the habit of drinking whenever he 
did. She left him on December 6th, 1884, 
and he had never seen her since till he 
met her in court. When asked if he had 
any trouble about her relatives he replied:

A FALLEN ANGELL RESTORED. 


An Ex-Conviet Takes Charge of the 
Safe aud Books of Several Large 
Companies. 

CuicaGo, May 28.—Charles Angell, at 
one time Secretary of the Pullman Palace 
Car Company, and one of the most noted 
defaulters of modern times, who steps 
from the Joliet penitentiary a free man 
to-day, has accepted an extremely respon- 
sible position as chief bookkeeper and 
cashier for two extensive companies of 
prison contractors, the Burlington Manu- 
facturing Company and E. R. Brainerd & 
Co., for whom he has worked during his 
incarceration. In addition, he takes 

barge of the office of the Kraft & ‘Gross 

drawing and barb wire factory. He 

has made himself so useful to these com- 
panies, which are all connected, that they 
cannot do without him. Angell was with 
the Pullman Car Company a number of 
years before he went wrong, and han- 
died sums amounting to half a million 
dollars at a time.

STANLEY BREAK FASTED. 


Missionaries Ackuowledge 
Their Debt to Him. 
Lonpon, May 28.—The Baptist Mis- 

sionary Society gave a breakfast to 

Stanley, the African explorer. In an ad- 

dress Stanley was thanked for opening up 

the way to. the christianization of Africa 
and for helping missionaries to secure 
stations and to extend the influence of 
their teachings. Stanley in his reply said 
he was glad to have an opportunity of 
helping the missionaries and of obtaining 
in return their help to teach the natives. 
Formerly he illy understood the mission- 
aries. However, when he saw Livingstone 
he recognized in him a type of noble and 
spiritual manhood. The real work of the 
missionary was hard; his privations 
great; his worldly reward small. 

In conclusion, Stanley expressed the 
hope that the Congo country would soon 
be well supplied with missionaries, and 

urged the society to be very careful about 

the kind of men they sent out as mis- 
sionaries to Africa. Do not,“ he said, 
„gend young men without first having 
taught them the practical life necessary 
to success the same as you teach children 
you wish to live long. Dead missionar- 
ies‘ are of no more value than other dead 
men.

THE WOOL-GROWERS. 


They Recommend a Restoration of 
the Tariff of 1867. 

Sr. Louis, May 28.—The Convention of 
the Wool-Growers’ National Association 
has adjourned sine die. The resolutions 
reported demand a restoration of the wool 
tariff of 1867. The resolutions recite that 
since the alteration was made in the im- 
port duty in 1883 ninety million dollars 
have been lost to the wool growers of 
America in lower prices alone, saying 
nothing of tite, depreciation in valae of 
flocks. These figures are based on a com- 
parison with the prices of 1882. It is an- 
uounced that if the tariff is net restored 
the sheep husbandry of the country mnust 
be abandoned. 
Thelaction of the Cobden Club is severe- 
ly criticised. 
A confederation among American pro- 
ducers is recommended, that they may 
work together to educate the people to 
the necessity of procuring suitable protec- 
tiveslegislation. 

The association declares that it will 
support only such men and parties as 
favor protection. The Executive Commit- 
tee has been ordered to meet in Washing- 
ton during the next session of Congress. 


INTERSTATE COMMERCE. 


The Senatorial Commission in Ses- 
sion. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 28.—Senators Shelby 
McCullom, of Illinois, Arthur P. Gorman, 
of Maryland, and Warner Miller of New 
York, the United States Senate Commit- 
tee on Interstate Commerce, assembled 
this morning. Mr. Mink, representing 
the Clyde Steamship Company, read a 
long statement to the committee, in which 
he said it was no more possible to fix 
rates of transportation than the prices of 
manufacture. He said he was unequivo- 
cally opposed to rebates and thought they 
should be prohibited by law. provided the 
law was so framed that a horse and cart 
could not be driven through it. By that 
he means to show that a railroad could 
pay. clerks’ commissions and salaries in or- 
der to get business. He didn’t think 
that a Federal law establishing uniform- 
ity of rates on all roads pro rata per mile 
would be practicable.

THE EXPORTATION OF SPIRITS BY RAIL. 


The Inter-State Commerce Commission in 
Session—Postmasters’ Hopes Crushed — 
Revenue Statistics—Large Library. 


Associated Press Dispatches to The Nmes. 
WaSHINGTON, May 28.—There was a 
full attendance at the Cabinet meeting 
to-day, including Secretary Lamar, who 
has partly recovered from his recent at- 
tack. The question of authorizing a con- 
tinuance of the World’s Exposition, at 
New Orleans, was again considered. The 
result is shown in a telegram sent by the | 
President to Senator Gibson late in the 
day, of which the following is a copy: 
“The question of reopening the Exposi- 
tion has been considered by the Cabinet, 
and they are unanimously of the opinion 
that there is no warrant of law for it, and 
that it would be inexpedient on other 


grounds.“ 
THE INTERNAL REVENUE. 


The collections of the Internal Revenue 
for the first ten months of the fiscal year 
ending June 30th, 1885, as compared with 
the collections during the corresponding 
period of the fiscal year ending June 
30th, 1884, were as follows: From spirits, 
1884, $63,104,740; 1885, 856,126,345, de- 


crease, 86,978,395. From tobacco, 1884,

FOUR MORE CRYPTS. Ac 

Four additional crypts, making nine in 
all, have recently been fixed up beneath 
the rotunda of the Capitol, and assigned 
to Librarian Spofford for the use of the 
Congressional Library. The crowded con- 
dition of the library has not, however, 
been materially benefitted, for the in- 
crease in amount of material requiring 
shelf room and storage has much more 
than kept pace with the additional space 
provided. It is probable that some sub- 
terranean apartments to be created by the 
substitution of architectural for earth 
terraces will be utilized for the storage of 
books. Devices of this kind, while afford- 
ing temporary relief, are the merest 
makeshifts. The library has more than 
twice outgrown its original accommoda- 
tions. It contains nearly{fivethundred: 
and sixty thousand bound Volumes, three 
hundred thousand pieces of music, nearly 
two hundred thousand pamphlets.and be- 
vween one hundred and one hundred and 
fifty thousand specimens of graphic art. 

EXPORTATION OF SPIRITS BY RAIL. 

The Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
is preparing a circular prescribing regula- 
tions for the exportation of spirits to for- 
eign countries by rail. The present regu- 
lations in regard to the .exportation of 
spirits relate only to exportation by ves- 
sels. A brisk trade in this commodity has 
recently sprung up in Canada and Mexi- 
co, and it is found necessary to amend the 
regulations accordingly. The new circu- 
lar will provide that all spirits intended 
for exportation by rail shall be gauged at 
the port of éxportation, and author- 
izes at that port the cancellation 
of the exportation bond upon receipt of 
satisfactory proof that the spirits have 
actually been exported. 

THE POSTMASTERS’ CASE. 

The attorneys for certain postmasters 
have complained to Postmaster-General 
Vilas that the construction placed by 
Postmas ter-General Gresham upon the 
act of March 3d, 1883, providing for the 
readjustment of salarics of postmas ters of 
the third and fourth classes; 2s arbitrary 
and extremely unjust to the postmesters 
in whose behalf the act was passed. A+ 
sistant Attorney-General Bryant, of the 
Postoffice Department, has carefully ex- 
amined the complicated statutes bearing 
upon this subject, and as a result of his 
report the Postmastar-General has de- 
cided that while the case is not free from 
doubt, and he is not absolutely sure that 


the construction of Postmaster-General 


Gresham was right in the premises, yet 
the rule having been followed for a year 
and something over $2,000,000 having been 
appropriated by Congress for the payment 
of salaries on that basis, he does not deem 
it proper on the strength of his individual 
Opinion, even if it were adverse, to change 
that ruling. The remedy of the claimant 
is through the couris or by additional 
Congressional enactment. 
THE FUND WILL GIVE OUT, 

The Secretary of the Treasury has 
issued a circular to all customs officers 
that the appropriation for defraying the 
expenses of the collection of revenue for 
customs will be exhausted by the neces- 
sary payments for May, and directs them 
that no expenses for June collection can 
be paid until Congress shall make an ap- 
propriation therefor. 

WASHINGTON, May 28.—Secretary Endi- 
cott, President of the Board recently ap- 
pointed to examine and report upon the 
defenses and fortifications of the United 
States, has called a meeting of the Board 
to be held at the War Department June3. 
The President will leave Washington 
for New York to-morrow night, and be ac- 
companied by Secretaries Whitney and 
Endicott, and Postmaster-General Vilas 
and Secretary Lamar in case his health 
will permit. The party expect to return 
Sunday. 


Anglo-Russian negotiations. . 
_ Lonpon, May 28.—The Daily News this 


morning says that the negotiations with 


Russia are proceeding with extreme slow- 
ness, owing to Lord Kimberly’s absence 
from London, as negotiations are entirely 
in his hands. The fact that he is able to 
leave London, it says, is evidence of seren- 
ity. The illness of Emperor William 
makes it extremely improbable that he 
will act as arbitrator between England 
and Russia. 
THE BONE OF CONTENTION 

Lonpon, May 28.—The Standard’s St. 
Petersburg correspondent says the follow- 
ing is the exact state of the Afghan fron- 
tier negotiations atthe present time: The 
Ameer surrenders Penjdeh for Zulfikar.
